PURPOSE: To provide the title cosmetic capable of giving the hair both smooth- 
ness and humectant feeling without causing hair dryness, containing a silicone 
oil and a polyoxyalkylene alkylglucoside. 

CONSTITUTION: Firstly, a silicone oil is formulated with a polyoxyalkylene 
alkylglucoside prepared' by adding l-30moles of 2C and/or 3C alkylene oxide(s) 
to an alkylglucoside with 1-lC straight chain or branched alkyl group bound 
to the oxygen at 1-site of glucose. Thence, the resulting formulation is further 
incorporated, where appropriate*.^ with ingredients to be used in conventional 
hair cosmetics such as surfactants, polymeric compounds, oil components, 
alcohols, fragrances, and/or coloring matters, thus obtaining the objective cosmet- 
ic, The amounts of the silicone oil (e.g. methylpolysiloxane) and polyoxyalkylene 
alkylglucoside to be used are such as to be 0.01-20wt.% and 0.05-10wt.%, respec- 
tively. The present cosmetic can be prepared into hair rinses, hair treatments, 
hair blows, hair creams, etc.

PURPOSE: To provide a novel trichogenous agent having excellent trichogenous \ 
effect, containing, as active ingredient, an extract (or its hydrolyzate) of Kadsura ^ 
japonica or its tissue-cultured product. 

CONSTITUTION: The leaves, stems or fruits of Kadsura japonica, or the 
fragmented tissue thereof (e.g. root end tissue) is put into a solid or liquid 
medium followed by incubation into a seed culture solution, which is then put 
into a liquid medium and incubated : and the resulting culture solution is e.g. 
centrifuged. The resulting extract as residue of the cultured product or its 
hydrolyzate is the active ingredient of the objective trichogenous agent. This 
agent can be used in the form of hair liquid, hair tonic, hair lotion, hair cream, 
etc., having excellent trichogenous effect.

PURPOSE: To obtain the title material having adequate therapeutic effects with 
the liquid drug sustainedly releasable over a long period of time, by covering 
a ceramic porous part with a second ceramic porous part with its pore size 
and porosity smaller than those of the former part. 

CONSTITUTION: The objective material 1 impregnated with a specified liquid 
drug in advance and to sustainedly release the drug in such a slate as to be 
embedded near the affected sites in vivo, can be obtained by covering the first 
porous part (csp. a spherical porous form 2 of high porosity) made of a ceramic 
member (e.g. highly biocompatible yff-calcium phosphate) with the second porous 
form (esp. a porous form 3 of low porosity) made of a second ceramic member 
with its i)<)rc size and/or porosity smaller than those of the first porous part. 
Change in the properties of the first and second porous parts can control their 
li(iuid drug impregnation degrees and sustained release capabilities. The present 
material can be put io long-term tiicrapeutic use for affected sites by sustainedly 
releasing a licjuid drug such as antibiolic t>r carcinostatic. 
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
